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a  dream 


Modem,  striking,  bright,  attractive . . . 

These  will  be  the  words  for  Martin 
Luther  King  Square. 

Three-story  apartment  houses  will  line 
a  landscaped  central  mall— with  gen- 
erous open  spaces  and  play  areas. 
All  this  replaces  old,  unused  and  obso- 
lete buildings  — the  now  demolished 
Foster  &  Kleiser  Company  block. 
In  a  way,  this  is  symbolic . . . 

For  it  is  making  way  for  new  hopes 
and  new  homes  for  those  who  live  and 
work  in  the  Western  Addition. 

The  apartments  will  range  from  one  to 
four  bedrooms. 

One  third  of  the  110  units  will  be 
leased  to  the  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority  for  low  income  A-2  families 
at  greatly  reduced  rents. 

The  remainder  will  be  rented  to  mod- 
erate-income families  at  rates  sub- 
stantially below  the  market. 

Martin  Luther  King  Square  would 

have  been  impossible  without  the  co- 
operation and  collaborative  planning 
of  the  community— and  the  following: 

□  Mortimer  Fleishhacker,  Jr.  and 

Mortimer  FJeishhacker  III,  civic 
leaders  who  volunteered  to  de- 
velop the  block,  who  provided 
the  seed  capital  for  design  and 
loan  processing,  and  who  gen- 
erously offered  to  transfer  their 
interest  without  a  profit  to  the 
Fillmore  Community  Develop- 
ment Association. 

□  The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 

Agency,  having  pledged  to  have 
the  Western  Addition  renewal 
area  built  by  and  for  Western 
Addition  people,  allocated  this 
land  exclusively  for  this  socially 
oriented  housing. 

□  The  Fillmore  Community  Develop- 

ment Association,  led  by  its 
project  coordinator,  Ulysses  J. 
Montgomery,  and  its  president, 
Robert  Lewis,  which  will  own 
and  manage  Martin  Luther  King 
Square  on  a  non  profit  basis. 
The  Association  will  select 
Western  Addition  residents  for 
tenants  in  accordance  with  relo- 
cation priorities.

Community  Development  Association 
— wholly  owned  by  Western 
Addition  residents. 
It  is  typical  of  much  more  housing  to 
come— sponsored,  built,  owned  and 
managed  by  the  community  for 
the  community. 

Fittingly,  this  first  block  will  be 
named  Martin  Luther  King  Square  .  .  . 
A  small  tribute,  but  a  genuine  one— 
to  a  man  and  a  dream  worthy  of 
not  only  a  nation  but  a  world. 


The  Western  Addition 
Community  Tree 

This  broad-leaved  evergreen,  first 
dedicated  at  the  Martin  Luther  King 
Square  groundbreaking,  is  a  very 
special  tree— hopefully  of  long  life  and 
of  many  dedications. 

This  community  tree  will  be  present  at 
the  groundbreaking  of  each  major 
development  of  housing  by  and  for 
Western  Addition  residents. 

In  between  times,  it  will  be  displayed 
throughout  the  Western  Addition, 
where  it  can  be  tended  and  enjoyed  by 
the  people  whose  new  and  renewed 
community  the  tree  symbolizes.
